Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: As to claim 
5, examiner proposed inserting -inside- before "tread layer" to correct antecedent basis problem. In claim 13 lines 36 
and 37, examiner proposed correcting these lines to recite -cap tread-. In claim 14 lines 52, 54 and 57-59 examiner 
proposed changes to clarify the relationship between the description of the tire and the steps. Applicant's 
representative agreed to the changes in the examiner's amendment. Applicant's representative requested an 
extension of time for ONE MONTH and authorized the Director to charge Deposit Account No. 19-4880 the required 
fee of $130 for this extension..
